Washington, May 29.—The soldier 
felief bill was passed today by the 
house, 289 to 92, and sent to the 
senate. ° 

Under the program that brought 
the final show-down, two-thirds 
vote in support of the measure was 
necessary for its passage and it 
was obtained after a fight, during 
which test votes had indicated de- 
feat of the measure. 

While only the direct vote on the 
bill was possible under the sus- 
pension program, it was preceded 
by three test votes which showed 
supporters of the measure gradually 
gaining strength. 

The first vote of 192 to 189, com- 

ing on a parliamentary question, 
indicated that advocates of the bil 
were short by 64 votes of the two- 
thirds majority, while the second 
by which the suspension program 
was adopted 200 to 165, showed they 
jacked only 37 votes. 
The third test was on applying 
the suspension program to the Dill 
itself, which was carried 176 to 91, 
or two less than the reqired num- 
. ber for passage. 

Between roll calls the debate was 
heated. The democrats aided by a 
minority of the republicans attacked 
the “gag rule” of the majority. Ad- 
vocates of the suspension program 
declared a vote againgt dt was a 
vote against thé bff iteelf, and 
gradually they wore down the oppo- 
sition, the final vote recording 40 
republicans and 52 democrats in op- 
position.

The chamber of commerce also re- 
solved to call upon the striking 
clerks to immediately return to 
their posts of employmem. J. Wy 
Nelson, grand vice president of fhe 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, who 
is handling the situation for the 
clerks, refused. Saturday night to 
make any statement with reference’ 
to the resolutions. 

Conference Begins. 

The conference Saturday began at 
10 o’tlock in the morning, when L. 
A. Downs, vice president of the €en- 
tral of Georgia; E. H. Coapman, vice 
president of the Southern; Charles 
A. Wickersham, president of the At- 
lanta and West Point and the Geor- 
gia; and W. H. Bruce, general man- 
ager of the N., C. & St. L., appeared 
before the directors of the chamber 


of commerce, at the request of the 
directors, to present their side of the 
controversy, J. W. Nelson, repre- 
senting the strikers, having given 
their side Friday afternoon. 

Shortly after 12 o’clock, Mr. Nel- 
s0n Was.summoned to meet with the 
conference, in ag effort to bring 
about a reconciliation between the 
two sides, with the chamber of 
commerce directors acting as media- 
tors. At 1 o’clock, Mr. Nelson, ac- 
companied by several general broth- 
erhood chairmen, arrived. 

After five hours of deliberation 
and discussion, the conference ad- 
journed with nothing accomplished.

DEBS POINTS WAY 
FOR SOUIALISTS 


Praises Russian: Revolu- 
“tion, and Criticises Plat- 
form Waen Notified of 
Presidential Nomination. 


Expression of keen but friendly 
criticism of the socialist platform, 
as adopted in New York city; and of; 
semtiments of sympathy with the 
Russian revolution, which Eugene 
Vv. Debs declared thé greatest 
achievement of all time, were the 
features of the unique ceremony 
conducted in the federal prison in 
Atlanta Saturday morning, when the 
prisoner was formally notified by a 
committee of-his party that hé had 
been nominated for president by 
the socialists. 

Every possible courtesy was ex- 
tended the committee and the aged 
convict by the prison authorities. 
There were some fiteen people pres- 
ent at the notification, some seven of 
them socialists, perhaps as many. 
newspaper men, and a fellow pris- 
ener of Debs—Joe Caldwell, of 
Rhode Island, a member of the 
communist party. 

The exercises were held in a beau- 
tifully lighted room on the ground 
floor, with a fine view. through the 
barred windows, Just before this 
took place, Debs met his friends in 
the hallway and kissed each one, 
four men and one woman—Dr. 
Madge Patton Stephens, from Terre 
Haute, his home town, and a friend 
of his family. Then, for half an 
hour, a moving picture man 
snapped all conceivable poses of the 
nominee and his committee,

The spécial train which has borne 
the 140 business leaders of the five 
South Atlantic ports on a two weeks’ 
tour. of the middle west, arrived in 
Atlanta at 5:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon where Secretary Houser, 
of the convention board; Secretary 
Robertson and representatives of 
the chamber of commerce met the 
travelers and: escorted them to the 
Capital City efub for the banquet 
which the chamber had prepared for 
thelr . entertainment during their 
| two-hour s over in this city. 

The party included citizens of 
| Wilmington, Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunaewick, Jacksonville, the five 
ports in whose interest the trip 
Was made, as well as of Atlanta 
and other cities of the southeast 
whose interest in the commerce of 
the South Atlantic seaports is only 
slightly less vital than the interest 
uf the seaports theinselveés. 

3,000-Mile Journey. 

Starting from Columbia, 8. C., the 
rendezvous, the tour included Cin- 
citinati, Cleveland, Toleda, Detroit, 
Chicago, Rock Island, Des Moines, 
KKansas City, ‘t. Louis, Indianapolis, 
Louisville, Chattanooga and this 
city, a joufney of 3,000 miles, and 
was made in a special train com- 
posed of six Pullman cars, two 
diners, a baggage and an observa- 
tion -car. 


The object of the journey was to 
stimulate the shipment of export 
commodities of the middle west 
through the cities represented by 
the delegation, all of which are

Hunt Chipley, of Atlanta, counsel 
of the Soutnern & Cumberland Tel- 
ephone companies, has returned 
home after a quick. trip to Portugal 
and Spain. He was accompanied by 
Mrs. Chipley. ; 

Mr. Chipley talks most interest- 
ingly of conditions in Portugal and 
Spain and on being seen by a Con- 
stitution reporter. he said that 
Spain, it was easy to se, had 
not been involved in the war, and 
that as a result the country is now 
richer than it had ever been be- 
fore. This is attributed by Mr. 
Chipley to the fact that as Spain 
was neither ally nor Teutonic in 
her activities, she was easily able 
to trade wéth both sides; and ex- 
perienced no difficulty in making 
deliveries of her-goods, 


Portugal, further says Mr. Chip- 
ley, does not stand in such excel- 


lent fashion, as she was one of the | 


smaller allies, and the conclusion 
of hostilities found her with an 
enormous war debt, and without 
any of war's manifold spoils. Por- 
tugal’s government, he also says, 
is unstable and very curious, hav- 
ing had@ very uncertain government 
since the overthrow of King Man- 
uel, 
Cheap American Goods. 


His ability as a raconteur easily 
permitting, it is best to teil the sto- 
ry as it was told to the interviewe 
by Mr. Chipley: we. 

“T had not been in Lisbon an 
hour before I realized that cathe- 
drals, art galleries, museums, mon- 
uments, palaces or scenery, singly 
or collectively, paled into uninter- 
esting insignificance when one 
could feast one’s ‘eyes upon the 
shop windows filled with perfectly 
good American made shoes, cloth- 
ing and the usual things one sees in 
shop windows, all priced at just 
one-half the amount charged in 
America,” he said. 

“T asked an American temporarily 
residing in Lisbon to explain. the 
mystery. ‘That is simple,’ he said. 
‘Those American made goods you 
see are part of what'we gave to our 
allies during the war, and the Por- 
tuguese, to show their appreciation, 
are selling them back to us for just 
half what you could buy them in 
the United States.’ 

“That seemed reasonable and en- 
tirely satisfactory. But in Madrid 
I found that the shop windows were 
just as fascinating, and more ex- 
tensive. You will not be in Mad- 
rid very long before you realize that 
Spain was not an ally, so the mys- 
tery of this commercial legerde- 
main remains as obscure as ever. 
‘Even so, our people can easily and 
speedily end the H. C. of L. by shop- 
ping in Lisbon and Madrid. 

‘TIntouched by the strife and hor- 
rors of the war, Spain is richer to- 
day than she has been in a hun- 
dred years. A London banker is au- 
thority for the statement thet Spain 
now has as much gold as England 
had at the beginning of the war. 
The rate of exchange bears this 
out. Prior to the war an American 
dollar was worth five pesetas; to- 
day our dollar worth five and 
one-half pesetas, a negligible pro- 
fit. The peseta is worth, relative- 
ly. more than the English pound.

Ottawa, May 29.—The {rish ques- 
tion with its relation to ‘the United 
States and also to the negro prob- 
lem in that country, is to come up 
before the house of commons in a 
resolution prepared today by Sir 
Sam Hughes, former nrinister of mi- 
litia. The resolution will be intro- 
duced for debate within a few days. 
' fhe resolution claims that the 
laws concerning the Irish generally 
are more liberal relatively towards 
the tenant than those of any other 
part ofthe British empire or of any 
other country. It says Irish trou- 
bles have been fomented largely by 
“Sinn Feinn landlords and other 
agitators in, the United States—a 
country where there have been more 
Irish tenants evicted for non-pay- 
ment of remt and other causes eév- 
ery month for the past twenty-five 
years than have been reacorded in 
Ireland for the same period.” 

The resolution urges that educa- 
tional steps should be taken by the 
proper authorities, in conformity 
with international law, es may lead

Replying to a statement of for- 
mer President L. Z. Rosser, in his 
address before the State Bar asso- 
ciation, at its annual meeting at 
Tybee last week, which statement, 
presumably attacks prohibition as a 
menace to states’ rights, former 
Governor Nat E. Harris has issued a 
strong article, in which he sets pro- 
hibition above what he terms “‘state- 
rights twaddle.”

He asserts that 
he has opposed woman suffrage on 
the ground that women’s proper 
sphere is the home ,and not poll- 
tics, “but if their enfranchisement 
becemes necessary to protect the 
home from thig horrible curse,” he 
says, “why, I says in God’s name, let 
the women vote,” 

The statement of Mr. Rosser, that 
serves as a basis for former Gov- 
ernor Harris’ attack, is as follows:

“GOOD MEN FOR BAD.” 

Georgia law relating to the treat- 
ment of criminals seems to be 
predicated upon the theory that 
penitentiaries are institutions for 
‘the punishment, rather than for 
the reforming, of transgressors; 
that the duty of prison officials is 
fo punish, rather than to cure, 
men and women under their 
charge; that men in prison neces-, 
sarily are, per se, bad men and 
without possibilities of future use- 
fulness to society, rather than that 
they are morally sick men sent 
there to be cured, incidentally, 
meanwhile, to be sequestered from 
society for society’s protection, 
during the process of moral. healing. 

To illustrate this, the law of. 
Georgia (Sec. 1175, page 212, Vol. 6, 
penal, Park’s Annotated Code of 
Georgia, 1914) provides that— 


“the authorittes of any county or 
municipal corporation, employing or 
having labor performed by convicts 
- in such county or municipal cor- 
poration may appoint a whipping 
boss for such convicts and fix his 
compensation and prescribe his 
duties.” 
Thus men are whipped in Georgia 
prison camps, not by explicit com- 
mand of the law, but by permission 
of the.law. It is not obligatory upon 
_ \ counties and municipalities to em- 
ploy whipping bosses; but they 
“may” do so; and they have legal 
right, if they see fit, to forbid the 
flogging of prisoners—which the 
city of Atlanta did only a few 
months ago, when, at the instiga- 
._tion of the Atlanta Humane society, 
it threw the “bucking-chair” out of 
the city stockade. _ 

The Utah penitentiary, which is 
largely a counterpart of several 
osther similar institutions in Amer- 
ica, is described by Jack Boyle, in 
wn article entitled “Good Men for 
Bad,” which appered in a recent 
issue of Cosmopolitan magazine, is 
run absolutely upon the “honor 
plan.” 

Upon taking office three years 
ago, the warden of this penitenti- 
ary, George Storrs, appointee of 
Governor Simon Bamberger, said 
to the inmates—among whom were 
many notorious “bad men” and the 
most desperate and “incorrigible” 

_ crooks to be found anywhere in the 
_ country— 


“Any man who is square with 
himself and with me—which is the 
.. game thing—will soon be mighty 
close to the front gates and com- 
plete freedom! Freedom is as near 
or as far away as you choose to

the walls without guards. When I 
can trust you still further I'll let

When Warden Storrs took charge 
of the Utah prison he found cells 
that had been used by his prede- 
cessors as places of solitary con- 
finement—veritable dark chambers 
of horror, in which men were strung 
up by the wrists or the thumbs 
until they became unconscious. 

The author of “Good Men for 
Bad” says that— 
“when he looked at 
sound-proof cells, the 
in the walls and the bloodstains 
that dis*olored them, without a 
word he walked out and telephoned 
the governor and board of pardons 
to come out to the prison. When 
Governor Bamberger saw those 
cells he exclaimed: ‘Is it possible 
that such barbarity as this has been 
going on in our state without the: 
knowledge of men like ourselves, 
who have lived here all our lives? 
Tear out those old cells at once, 
warden’ | 

“What are the former punishment 
cells used for now? 

“They are the workshops now, 
where men are taught trades by 
which they can earn an honest liv- 
ing after they leave here. There's 
an electrical shop, a carpenter shop, 
a blacksmith shop, and the like.” 4 


Thus is Utah redeeming its con- 
victs, making men of them, teach- 
ing them how to do something be- 
side build roads, so that when they 
come out to mingle again with so- 
clety they may be useful citizens, 
each with hope and a purpose in 
life. And, more than that, the men 
are provided with jobs to which to 
turn when they leave the prison. 

Under the old system men were 
whipped and otherwise tortured for 
infraction of the Utah prison rules 
of discipline.

These people, iso- 
lated from the rest of the world, 
often living many miles from their 
nearest neighbor, have been shut 
off from industry—forced to live on 
the land. . It would be hard 


to tell what this world means to 
the southern women. In many cases 
it means the difference between 


starvation and plenty, for a little 
money is worth a great deal in the 
southern mountains. The  bed- 
spreads are a beautiful native in- 
dustry that we should wish to en- 
courage,” etc. 

What a pity it is that the indus- 
try—potentially so great, distinctly 
southern—has to go away from the 
south for whatever encouragement 
it receives! 

What a splendid and construc- 
tive thing it would be for the south 
—for southern enterprise and 
southern capital—to get behind 
this industry, and to encourage it, 
push it iorward, and help it on to 
a realization of its tremendous 
possibilities! 

This is. an opportunity to be 
reckoned not only from the stand- 
point of commercial possibilities, 
but from that of art and craftwom- 
anship, for it stands for a rare and 
valuablé heritage that should be 
stimulate 


The Constitution is in receipt of 
a letter from a railway mail clerk. 
He has been twenty years in the 
service. He knows his business 
with a professional knowledge. He 
doesn’t know anvthing else in the 
way of a trade. He has made good 
in the service—for the postoffice de- 
partment. He has been advanced 
as fast as the regulations will per- 
mit. With bonuses he is drawing 
$187.50 a month, and has reached the 
top so far as salary is concerned. 
Under present conditions it is cost- 
ing him every dollar he makes to 
maintain his family even comfort- 
ably, and after all of these years 
he is as poor as he was when he 
began. He can afford no luxuries, 
and cannot give his wife and chil- 
dren even an airing this summer 
for one wéek at a moderately priced 
seashore or mountain hotel. If sick- 
ness of a prolonged nature should 
come, God only knows what would 
happen. If death should visit his 
home his friends would have to con- 
tribute to meet the advanced ex- 
penses of dying. 

And yet this man—an Atlantan— 
is one of 10 per cent of the clerks 
who draw more than $2,000 a year. 
Ninety per cent of the postoffice 
and postal clerks, including those 
in the railway service, draw less 
than $2,000 a year, and a major por- 
tion of that 90 per cent draw around 
$20 to $30 a week. Yes, in cities— 
in Atlanta—where prices are high, 
and practically every salaried man 
is a 100 per cent consumer. 

Mind you, the postal clerk, wheth- 
ér he is in the postoffice, terminals, 
railways or what not, is a man of 
more than the average intelligence. 
He has had to pass a civil service 
examination. He has had to become 
a general encyclopedia of postal 
knowledge, of georgraphy and must 
have had the fundamental educa- 
tional qualifications to enable him 
to receive and retain such technical 
knowledge as is required to make

easy to understand and easier to 
obey; they apply as well to Atlanta 
and Georgia as-to St. Louis and the 
“show-me” state, and they are well 
worth repeating, not so much be- 
cause they are new—for they are 
not—but by way of a reminder to 
drivers, novices and veterans alike, 
who are prone to carelessness.

“In passing a slower moving ve- 
hicle pass it on your left, but in 
passing a street car always keep to

It is one of the 
most highly specialized and respon- 
sible organizations in modern in- 
dustry, the center of innumerable 
activities on which the progress and 
prosperity of the entire nation de- 
pend. Its banking and financial 
transactions last year alone totaled 
more than $672,000,000. The man- 
agement of this vast business con- 
cern, with its great central office 
covering! two city blocks, its fifty 
branch offices, its 250 substations, 
and 14,000 employees, requires su- 
preme managerial abjlities on the 
part of its department chiefs. They 
would be receiving salaries of $25,- 
000 to $75,000 for such official serv- 
ices in big commercial organiza- 
tions.

And 
because of that t the postal 
Service of the United States to- 


day has reached its lowest level of 
efficiency, to the detriment, and at 
the expense of the business In- 
terests of the country, while it is 
piling up millions of dollars in pro- 
fits by its policy of starving its 
employes and subordinating sérvice 
to gain. 

It is a shame; and I say it with- 
out hesitation, the Burleson policy, 
and the policy of his man Praeger, 
have been responsible for this con- 
dition, and it will contnue so long 
as t:y are enabled to run things 
their own way. But public senti- 
ment is aroused; and it is a force 
that ‘even the postmaster-general 
cannot long arrest! 

There is now before congress a 
bill to substantially increase the 
salaries of the 250,000 postal em- 
ployes of this country, and it should 
pass. A commission from the house 
and senate—on which there is a 
Georgia member, Representative 
Bell, of the ninth—has made a 
thorough investigation of the condi- 
tion of postal employees. It will 
recommend increases. No “econo- 
my” issue, so widely capitalized 
by the republican majority in con- 
gress, should be permitted to thwart 
this movement for common, decent 
justice to a great army of men oa 
whom we depend for efficiency in 
the most important arm of the gov- 
ernment’s public service branch. 
Politics should not enter into it. The 
question of net revenues for the 
postoffice department should not 
enter into it. The department’s 
best and biggest dividends can be 
in i~>-roved e-rvice and humane 
treatment to those who make its 


service possible.

It seems to me that it was a sig- 
nificant fact that the day after it 
was announced that Atlanta had 
entered the 200,000 papulatibn class 
that the president of the Chamber 


of Commerce was appointed chair- 
man of a committee to secure a 
new charter for the city. This is 
eertainly a move in the right direc- 
tion. Instead of grumbling in »ur 
disappointment that the census did 
not give us a larger population, we 
ought to honestly face the fact ihat 
we are not adeguately taking care 
of the interests of the per%le who 
are here. We haven’t enough 
street space to take care of our 
traffic, sufficient schoo] facilities 
to educate our ch'liren. adequate 
tospitals to care for our sick, homes 
enough to house our people—bu* 
why to on? We don't w*** ‘9%re 
people until we can adequately 
provide more genuine life for the 
people we have. 

So I welcome this talk about 4 
new charter for Atlanta. because it 
means that we are counseling to- 


gether for the purpose of providing 
better facilities for the life of a 
great people who want to do 42 
great work in the world. Iam rot 
pretending to be an expert in this 
matter. I don't propose to write 
the new charter, and I shali try to 
keep from being disagreeable after 
these earnest and self-sacrificing 
citizens have given us the results 
of. their best judgment. Never- 
theless, as a citizen who has lived in 
several cities and tried to do his bit | 
for the common weal in each one, I 
am pretty clear as to 
principles in municipal government 


WEAKNESS OF THE 
WARD SYSTEM. 

I want to wipe out forever ward 
lines. Indeed, I wish that we could 
wipe out every line that in any 


way shuts off the sympathetic 
thought and co-operation of citizer 
with citizen. One of my hobbies is 
that a man lives where he thinks, 
and that this thought world of his 
detcrmines necessarily the radius of 
his words and works. It determines 
his viewpoint on all questions wand 
dictates his attitude toward men 
and movements, Put a man in a 
municipal ward, and it is like put- 
ting him in a municipal prison. He 
thinks in terms of kis ward. He 
approaches every municipal ques- 
tion from the standpoint of his 
ward. He is apt to think and act 
within the limits of these artificial 
political lines. 

I insist upon a charter for At- 
lanta which shall view. the entire 
city as one community. A communi- 
ty is a group, whether large or 
small, with a body of interests 
which are common to all the peo- 
ple. The government of that com- 
munity should represent the care 
and the culture of those interests 
which are common to all the people. 
If that be true then it is of the 
first importance that your govern- 
ment should be composed of men 
who are chosen from the communi- 
ty as a whole, representing its en- 
tire body of interests, and not from 
sections or neighborhoods, with the 
thought of some peculiar or partial

interest of only a portion of the 
people. These wards of a city have 
been responsible for all the petty 
politics, logrolling and _ trading, 
which has been the curse of muni- 
cipal government in America for the 
past century. 
THE SHORT ; 
BALLOT. 

My next demand would be that 
this charter shall provide for a 
very short ballot. Professional! poli- 
ticians live and move and have 
their being within the mazes of 
multiplied offices. The more names 
there are on the ballot the more 
itiably puzzled are the voters. 
They are helpless and hopeless of 
ever knowing who the candidates 
are and what they will be expected 
to do if elected. The professionais 
can manipulate them as they please. 
If there are only a few names and 
a few offices the electorate has a 
reasonable chance to learn some- 
thing vf the qualifications of the 
candidates and the signiifcance of 
the offices which they are to fill. 
But there is a still better reason 
for only a few offices. In order tv 
get efficiency you must endow @ 
man with authority. Here is the 
possible source of nine-tenths of 
our woes. We have the absurdity 
of electing a mayor whom we call 
our chief executive and then we 
give him scarcely any authority to 
execute. No one man seems to have 
authority to really do anything. Of 
course, that means that we cannot 
hold any one man responsible. Thus 
have we created America’s most 
poses" game of “passing the 
uck.” 


BUSINESS VS. 
POLITICS. 

The truth of the business is that 
we have made the fundamental mis- 
take of: thinking of the manage- 


ment of city affairs in terms of 
government, rather than in terms of 
business, The municipalities all over 
America were slavishly modeled 
after our national government. We 
builded ourselves mimic national 
governments and only succeeded in 
acquiring the weakness of our na- 
tional political life, with very little 
of its advantages. A city has com- 
paratively little legislative func- 
tions to perferm. The great bulk of 
its interests come rather within the 
realm of intelligent and energetic 
commercial management. ~ 


I am sure that if each citizen of 
Atlanta would come to understand 
that he is a stockholder in a tre- 


mendous business enterprise in 
which his most vital interests are 
involved his whole attitude would 
our municipal management would 
be changed. He would want to find 
the very best equipped man to di- 
rect the affairs of this huge cor- 
poration and he would demand the 
best whether he came from Atlanta 
Or Seattle. Now that is just the 
situation. Why not select a very 
small group of our cleanest and 
clearest-headed citizens and tell 
them to provide us with such a 
management. Then hold this group 
responsible. This plan would not 
give us a paradise, but I am con- 
vinced it would givé us a greater 
Atlanta.

-onel Procter. Mr. Sprague said he 
Was a joint indorser of one of the 
notes and expected to pay it. 


Total contributions were placed by 
the witness at $358,768, with John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr.. of. New York, 
the largest contributor with $25,000. 
Mr. Sprague said Colonel Procter ex- 
pected to get back his advances, 
but the witness expressed “grave 
doubt that he would,” denying that 
there was an understanding with 
any group of rich men that the 
deficiency of $821,000, representing 
the difference between the total con- 
tributions and receipts, was to be 
repaid. 

Wilbur W. Marsh, treasurer of the 
democratic national committee, was 
we of the witnesses interrogated as 
to the campaign for William G. Mc- 
Adoo, former secretary of the treas- 
ury.. He told Chairman Kenyon that 


published reports to the effect that, 


the democratic national executive 
committee had been assured last 
fall that a $10,000,000 fund would 
We raised if Mr. McAdoo was nomi- 
nated was “an absurdity.” 

Mr. Marsh denied flatly that B. 
M. BKaruch had promised to raise 
auy such fund and said that Mr.

tion hecause the problem of raisine 
$75,000 or $85,000 for party head- 
quarters expenses was under dis- 
cussion.

Johnson-Hoover Fight. 


Alexander McCabe, one of the 
Johnson managers in California, was 
questioned about the Johnson-Hoov- 
er fight in that state. The witness 
did not have his books and was 
unable to give exact figures. He 
estimated Senator Johnson's nation- 
al campaign fund at $200,000 and 
said that between $100,000 and $125,- 
000 had been raised in California 
‘by Johnson supporters. 

. Much of this money, he said, was 

Sent outside of the state and he 
could not say positively the exact 
amount that had been expended with- 
in the state. He told the committee 
that he had telegraphed for his 
books and he was asked to remain 
here until they arrived. 

Supporters of Mr. Hoover, Mr. Mc- 
abe testified, spent “eight or nine 
times as much as we, at the lowest 
estimate $300,000.” He declared that 
thc Hoover men had employed wom- 
en as well as men to make a house- 
‘o-house canvass in some districts 
and had many paid workers, in- 
eluding 300 college students, at the 
pcells on election day. He also de- 
eclared that there had been eoxten- 
sive advertising in the newspapers. 

Questioned by Senator Spencer, re- 
publican, Missouri, about report 
tat $100,000 in cash ha been 
withdrawn from the Crocker Na- 
ticnal bank, at San Francisco, for 
the Johnson fund on the eve of 
election day, Mr. McCabe said the 
report was “a d——d, dirty scandal. 

Chairman Kenyon told Senator 
Spencer his question constituted a 
“charge” and the New Jersey sena- 
tor said he would furnish the com- 
mittee the name of his informant 
so he miecht be summoned. 

Senator Moses, republican, of 
New Hampshire, one of Gen@ral 
Wood’s managers, who was ques- 
tioned later regarding expenditures 
in behalf of General Wood, testi- 
fied that he had been told “of a 
large sum withdrawn from _ the 
Crocker bank on the eve of the Cali- 
fornia primary election.” He de- 
clared his informant was a reputable 
California citizen and agreed _ to 
consult him as to furnishing his 
name to the committee. ° 

“Tl asked him for corroborative 
evidence,” said Senator Moses. “He 
said he would send me a memoran- 
dum on the subject. The etory 
was that $100,000 in cash had been 
wthdrawn.” Replying to Senator 
Need, democrat, Missouri, Senator 
Mosts said his informant did not 
pretend to say what was done with 
the muney. “He said no more than 
it was drawn by a man very close 
ts a presidential candidate in the 
contest,” added the witness. 

senator Reed said he had dis- 
sssed the matter during the day 
v’ th Senator Johnson, who h:. re- 
couested that “the story be run to 
earth and that,the gentlemen re- 
spousible for it be placed on the 
witness stand.” 

Declined to Give Name.

Mr. “vrague said contributions to- 
tailed $258,768: that Colone)] William 
Cooper Procter, Cincinnati manufac- 
turer, had advanced $521,000: A. f. 
Monel', of New York, $100,000, and 
that the Corn Exchange Nationa! 
bank, of Chicago, and the Merch&unts 
i.0an and Trust company, of Chica- 
£0, hac each loaned $100,000 on 
notes signed by Colonel Procter. 

Contributors to the campaign 
fund, Mr. Sprague said, included 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., $25,000: A. 
E. Monell, $20,000; William Wrigley, 
Jr., Chicago, $10,000; H. M. Byllesby, 
$15,000, and C, D. Shaffer, Chicago, 
$10,000. He added that William 
Loeb, representing a New Yorx 
committee, had forwarded $225,000. 

Deficiency of $821,000. 

Mr. Sprague testified that the 
whole deficiency, that is the dif- 
ierence between the amounts con- 
tributed and those spent, was $821,- 
000. Replying to Senator Reed, 
femocrat, Missouri, he said there 
Was no understanding with any 
sroup of rich men that this was 
to be repaid. 

The witness told the committee 
the agreement with Colonel Procter 
was that his advance would be paid, 
but he said he had “very grave 
doubts” thatit would be done, ad- 
ing that he expected to pay his own 
note, referring to an instrument 
paces with one of the banks for 

100,000 and signed jointly by him- 
self and Colonel Procter. 

Mr. Sprague handed Chairman 
Kenyon a detailed statement of re- 
ceipts and expenditures. It showed 
receipts of $1,180,034.20, and expen- 
ditures of $1,174,919.19, with a bal- 
ance of $5,124.10. 

Expenditures on state organiza- 


tion were placed at $432,926; for 


postage, speakers, traveling ex- 
penses, circularizing, billboards and 
telephone and telegraph, $377,437, 
and for newspaper advertising. 
$204,650. Under a general head of 
expenditures, $160,905 was included, 
of which the largest item was “sala- 
ries—Chicago, $42,977.63.” 
The Chicago headquarters’ ex- 
pense was listed at $111,798; the 
New York headquarters noted ag 
“covering Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massethusetts, Connecti- 
cut, Rhode Island, New York, Penn- 
Sylvania, New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland,” $187,500, and Washing- 
ton headquarters (covering Vir- 
inia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
ina, Florida, Georgia and Ala- 
bama, $31,600. 
How Money Was Scattered. 


By_ states disbursements were 
listed as follows:

The report showed that in Ohfo, 
whert charges of excessive expendi- 
tures in the Wood-Harding pri- 
wary contest had been made be- 
fore the committee, a total of $60.000 
WHS spent on “state organization: 
$32,000 on newspaper advertising, 
aid $36,000 on postage, speakers, 
traveling expenses, circularizing, 
etc.” 


In West Virginia the item “state 
organization” showed $7,000; news- 
paper advertising $3,700; “postage, 
speakers, traveling expenses, cir- 
cularizing, billboards, telephone and 
telegraph,” $15,300. 

Mr. Sprague testified that the 
money was paid out from headquar- 
ters “on order from Colonel Proc- 
ter or W. B. Burtt.” 

“Did General Wood know any- 
thing about this?” asked Senator 
Reed, democrat, Missouri.

Wood Money in the South. 


Senator Moses, republican, New 
Hampshire, manager of the cam- 
paign for General Leonard Wood in 
twelve southern states, followed. 

“IT announced my support of Gen- 
eral Wood a year ago,” he said. 
“Following that-I became in re- 
ceipt of letters and communications 
from people all over the country. 
Looking up writers, when I found 


on 


them men of substance. I suggested 
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they run for delegates to the na- 
tional convention as Wood mén. If 
they agreed, 1 scratched that dis- 


trict off a list, and forgot it. 

“That was as far as I went, until] 
the explosion came in the Wood 
campaign which resulted in the re- 
tirement of John T. King. Then I 
took charge of a headquarters 
opened up here for General Woo.” 

Getting in touch with republican 
leaders was his chiéf personai work, 
he said. 

“I didn’t wish to take any part 
in the scandalous contests that are 
going on in the southern states,” he 
said. “I wish to state the Wood 
delegates are not going to Chicago 
as contestants.” 

In Virginia ne said he “sent $1,900 
to the Seventh and Ninth congres- 
sional districts.” 

“I gave to. 1 think it was, State 
Senator Chase, also in Virgini:. 
$300 for traveling.” he said. “With 
the exception of one or two coun- 
cee there was no Wood organiza- 
tion.” 

“I sent $5,000 to Zeb Vance Wal- 
sez, pre~dent of the Wood league 
in North Carolina,” he continued, 
“and while it became evident there 
wouid be a primary fight, I notified 
him to draw on me for $3,000 addi- 
tional. 

“In South Carolina I spent $600. 
It was paid to M. Andrews, a col- 
ored man, for the work of organiz- 
ing the mass conventions.” 

Money Sent to Georgia. 

“Abo Georgia?’ Chairman Ken- 
yon queried. 

“IT sent $5,000 there, to. Roscoe 
Pickett, the republican state «hair- 
man,” Senator Moses answered. 

“You know Lincoln Johnson 
there?” Chairman Kenyon inguired. 

“Oh, yes, indeed,” Senator Moses 
informed him. “He told me he was 
committed to Governor Lowden.” 

Chairman Kenyon read a part of 
a communication from Johnson, 
saying a Mr. Bean had been trav- 
elling through the state in the 
Wood interests. 

“Mr. Bean is national committee- 
man from Florida,” Senator Moses 
said, “who has been active in Gen- 
eral Wood's interest for “two 
months. 

“Mr. Pickett was offering money 
to all for coming to the state con- 
vention,” the Johnson Yetter said. 
“Then Clark Greer commences trav- 
elling through the State. offering 
money to all sides, and trying to se- 
duce my friends.” 

General E. F. Glenn was also 
named by Johnson as a Hitchcock- 
Wood agent. Chairman Kgnyon 
said he withheld parts of Johnson’s 
statement from the record. 

“Clark Greer spent money with 
a recklessness one could acarcely 
believe,” he read further, “car- 
ried wads of money in his pocket.”

“The money you sent into Geor- 
gia was not all the money used in 
the Wood campaign?” Chairman 
Kenyon asked. 

“I’ve said that I did not know,” 
Senator Moses replied. He added 
that “appeals without number” 
came from Georgia for more money. 

“Except in one or two instances,” 
he said, “he had no connection with 
Mr. Hitchocck as to finsneces.” 

To Joseph QO. Thompson, Birming- 
ham, Ala., he sent $3,000. 

To Deliver Delegations. 


Mr. Bean with others, the John- 
son letter said, “had arranged to 
deliver the whole state organiza- 
tion” in North Carolina to Frank 
Hitchcock for General Wood. 

Senator Moses said he had re- 
ceived some contributions in small 
sums and about $40,000 in Chi- 
cago. He added that “our expense 
was about $1,000 a week for 19 
weeks.”’ 

The committee turned its atten- 
tion to working this out. 

“T didn’t wish to take any part 
in the scandalous contests that were 
going on in the southern states,” 
said Senator Moses. “The Wood del- 
egates are not going to Chicago as 
contestants.” 

Detailing expenditures, the sena- 
tor said he had sent $1,000 to Mary- 
land for the Leonard Wood league; 
$500 to a man named Emmerson in 
West Virginia for traveling ex- 
penses and helping Wood clubs to 
organize; $1,000 to the seventh and 
ninth gS Tyre congressional dis- 
tricts: $5,000 to Ted Vance Walfer, 
president of the Wood League of 
Worth Carolina. The witness added 
that when it became evident that 
there was to be a primary fight 
in that state he notified Walfer to 
draw on him for $3,000 additional. 

Six hundred dollars was sent to 
North Carolina, Genator Moses said, 
it being paid “to Mr. Andrews, a 
colored man, for the work of organr 


fzing the mass convention.” 

Five thousand dollars was sent 
to Roscoe Pickett, the republican 
state chairman, he said. 


Approximately .$200,000 has beer 
raised for the national campaign of 
Senator Johnson, of California, for 
the republican presidential nomina- 
tion, Alexander McCabe, treasurer of 
the Johnson California organization, 
testified today before the senate 
committee investigating pre-con- 
vention campaign financing. 

Replying to questions of Senator 
Spencer, republican, Missouri, Mr. 
McCabe said this total did not in- 
clude local sums raised over the 
country, but he declared that all 
other sums would not aggregate 
more than a few thousand dollars 

Mr. McCabe declared Hoover sup- 
porters in California spent “eight or 
nine times as much as we, at the 
lowest estimate $300,000.” 

“Between ~$100,000 and $125,000" 
was raised by the California cam- 
paign organization of Senator 
Johnson, republican, of that state, 
the committee was told by Mr. Mc- 
Cabe, who is California’s state in- 
surance commissioner. 
the records with him, but offered to 
send for them. His estimate was 
based, he said, “on the last time I 
looked over the books.” 

The witness testified that $25,000 
of the total of the California fund 
was sent to the Johnson national 
headquarters in New York. He 
added that he had been in touch 
with the state organization up to 
“about May 4, when the California 
primary closed.” 

“Money was. still coming in 
then,’”” Mr. McCabe testified. “But 
we were in constant difficulties 
meeting the campaign. of our op- 
ponents. Mr. Hoover ra nopposing 


Johnson‘ there. Possibly $20,000 has 
been collected since to meet the de- 
ficit.” 

Contributors named by the wit- 
ness included Henry Fleishacker, 
$5,000; Will Crocker, $4,000, and 
John H. Rosseter, $2,500. 

“The money was gathered in a 
state-wide solicitation,” Mr. c- 
Cabe continued. Asked as to con- 
tributions by state officers, he said 
“Charles Nuemiller. a prison com- 
missioner, gave $1,000.” 

Will C. Wood, state educational 
officer, “contributed active’ support 
to Mr. Hoover,’ the witness de- 
clared, adding that out of five rail- 
road commissioners, three gaVe™to 
Johnson funds and the others “sup- 
ported Mr. Hoover.” 

Regents of the state university 
also were divided in allegiance, Mr. 
McCabe said, but one or two “gave 
possibly $250 or $500” to the John- 
son campaign. 

“A jJarge number of state offi- 
cialis did contribtue to us,” Mr. Mc- 
Cabe said, “but thev were notmen of 
means, and they did not give large 
amounts.” 

Asked as to thé assertion that 
“nine millionaires are on the John- 
son ticket of delezates’’ from Cali- 
fornia, the witness named Mr. 
Crocker, Mr. Fleischacker, George 
M. Cochran aud M. H. De Young. Mr, 
De Young, he sai® gave nothing. 

“How many millionaires on the 
Hoover delegation?” asked Chair-

As to expenditures out of Calif 
nia, Mr. McCabe said $2,000 had beei 
sent to E. F. Mitchell in Indiana. 
probably $5,000 to Montana. $4,000 
to Michigan, $3,500 to South Da- 
kota, $2.000 to North Dakota and 
$5,500 to Oregon. 

James A. Johnson, of California. 
said Mr. McCabe, had, authorized 
some of the expenditures, which 
made him uncertain as to exact 
amounts. To Minnesota $1,500 was 
sent, he said. 

“Then out of California funds you 
sent m than $50,000 to other 
states?’ Chairman Kenyon ques- 


tioned. 
“T’m sure that’sabout right,” Mr. 


McCabe said. 
“Did you see any evidence of ex- 
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penditures by your opponents in the 
Hoover campaign?” Senator Kenyon 
asked. 

“That was our great anxiety,” Mr. 
McCabe declared. “We didn’t know 
how effective it was going to be. 
They circularized the whole state 
once or twice; they had many Work- 
ers, women as well as men, em- 
ployed in house-to-house canvasses, 

‘They’ had the money. and could 
get them,” 

“Well, there were some people 
induced to work by their respect 
and admiration for Mr. Hoover, 
weren't there?” Senator Kenyon 
asked. 

“Yes, of course, but there were 
great numbers employed,” returned 
the witnesss, who said that in Los 
Angeles alone, Hoover's men had 
1,600 paid ‘workers. 

The witness said “one group of 
300 college students were hired to 
stand at polling places election day 
by the Hoover committee. 

“Then 300 young men got their 
first political initiation in this uplift 
campaign by getting money at the 
polls,” said Senator Reed. 

Senator Spencer, republican, Mis- 
sourl, asked a series of questions 
as to contributions in billboard ad- 
vertising and fotal Johnson funds in 
all parts of the country. 

“As nearly as I can calculate 
these figures,” he said, “there has 
been $203,000 raised for Senator 
Johnson in California and New 
York. Is that right?” 

% pieces right.” Mr. McCabe re- 


plied. 

“And this does not include local) 
sums in all parts of the country and 
perhaps in San Francisco?” Senator 
Spencer continued. 

“Nothing of any consequence, I 
can no A from my observation of the 
campaigns,”’.Mr. McCabe responded, 
adding “that all other sums would 
not aggregate more than a few 
thousand dollars.” 

“And outside of the $27,000 a 
Pennsylvania man gave through 
New York, $5,000 was the largest 
contribution?” Senator Spencer 


asked. 
“That is right,” 
“Dirty Scandal.’ 

“Do you know of a drawing of 
$100,000 in currency out of the 
Crocker National bank for your 
funds on the evening of election 
day?’ asked Senator Spencer. 

“I do not,” Mr. McCabe. said. 
Later he declared he would class

al. 

Chairman Kenyon said the ques- 
tion amounted to a “charge” and 
Senator Spencer said he would fur- 
nish the name of his informant for 
subpoena use. 

“You've been very helpful in giv- 
ing us rumors of very large ex- 
penses for the Hoover campaign,” 
Senator Edge began. “Have you 
heard of any rumors of slush funds 
for the Johnson side that came into 
use through channels outside your 
control?” 

“I can say with absolute certainty 
that none such were used for Sen- 
ator Johnson,” said Mr. McCabe. 

“On this testimony I get a die- 
crepancy of some $50,000 as to how 
much Johnson funds there were in 
California and how much was sent 
out,” Senator Edge said. Mr. Mc- 
Cabe said the books would show al] 
details. .

“If there was a slush fund in Cali- 
fornia we want to know it,” Chair- 
man Kenyon declared after a sub- 
poena had been issued for Mr. 
Crocker. 

Replying to further questions, the 
witness said his “paper is support- 
ing Mr. Hoover.” 

Questions About McAdoo. 


Evan ‘S. Harris, of A¥bany, N. Y., 
former democratic state chairman, 
was called and questioned as to a 
campaign for William G. McAdoo, 
He said he did not know whether 
there was a McAdoo campaign or a 
McAdoo fund. 

“We've been told you can give us 
something about this,” said Chair- 
man Kenyon. 

“I’ve been out of touch fr- 
years,” he answered. 

“Did Daniel C. Roper ever ask 
you about the McAdoo candidacy?” 
Senator Edge, republican, New Jer- 
sey, asked. 

“Tll say no, and then explain.” 
Mr. Harris replied. “Mr. Roper ask- 
ed me if I thought he should give 
up his business in case Mr. McAdoo 
became a candidate.

Trailing Boom for McAdoo. 

Opening its first night session the 
committee turned again to its quest 
of the boom for William G. McAdoo. 
Wilbur W. Marsh, treasurer of the 
democratic national committee, was 
called. 

Chairman Kenyon gave a sum- 
mary of newspaper and other state- 
ments before the committee to the 
effect that assurances had been 
given the democratic national ex- 
ecutive committee at Atlantic City 
last fall that a $10,000,000 fund 
would be raised for the democratic 
presidential campaign if the nomi- 
nation of Mr. McAdoo were brought 
about.

M. H. Karnes, of Atlanta, Ga., said 
he represented Henry Lincoln John- 
son, whom he classed as “if nothing 
else, the strongest negro politician 


in the south, and 75 per cent of the! 


registered republican voters in 
Georgia are colored.” 

‘Roscoe Pickett, the state chair- 
man, developed a strong Wood sen- 
timent, and Henry Lincoln Johnson 
developed a strong Lowden senti- 
ment,” he said. “When Mr. Hitch- 
cock—they call him General Hitch- | 
cock down there—came into the 
equation, Clark Greer, one of his 
agents, explained to me that Mr. 
Hitehcock’s plan was to round up 
ninety southern delegates, Pay all 
their expenses and have them in his 
hand when he got to Chicago. 

“This was before Hitchcock had 
@ candidate, understand. Senator 
Moses was General Wood’s southern 
manager.” . 

Later he said, “After Hitchcock 
went over to Wood, he saw Greer, 
and the latter had ‘bunches’ of 
money and h ed the workers for 
Wood in the sf&te.

Then he show- 
ed me a bundle, and said I would 
be taken care of if I would come 
in. He said it was my last chance 
to get on the band-wagon.” .

Charlotte, N. C, May 29.—‘They 
seem to be all good American citi- 
zens,” remarked General Leonard 
Wood tonight when shown an As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Wash- 
ington containing a partial list of 
solbribeters to his campaign fund. 
as furnished the senate investigat- 
ing committee by Teasurer Sprague. 

eneral Wood pointed out that 
one religious organisation in this 
country spent more than $4,000,000 
in publicity in one campaign. He 
sald it costs 5 cents apiece to dis- 
tribute Campelgn letters to voters, 
and there are 17,000,000 of them in 
this country. When the women Vote 
the number will be doubled, he re- 
marked. 

The reasons for large expense ac- 
counts are apparent when one has 
to build his own organization. In 
addition to sending out letters, one 
has to send DRacegeeens, history. 
indorsements, etc., he said. More- 
over, the cost of campaigniag under 
the primary system shows up big- 
ger than it did under the old con- 
vention system, he said, because, 
while then the leaders raised the 
money quietly and in their own way, 
and the public knew little of the 
amount spent, under the present sys- 
tem the candidate has to go straight 
to the people themelves at great 
expense for publicity, ete. and the

Commerce were invoked by the business men 
of Atlanta to adjust the strike of railroad 


clerks in this city. A meeting of the Directors 


was held Friday afternoon. ‘To this meeting, _ 


Mr. Nelson, Vice Grand President of the na- 
tional organization of railroad clerks, was in- 
vited. He came and made a statement of his 
position relative to this strike. 

From his statement it was developed that. 
only the-clerks of the Central Railroad claimed 
any grievance actuating their strike upon that 
railroad. 

It developed, howéver, that the clerks of 
the Southern, N., C. & St. L. and Atlanta & 


.West Point were also on strike, and that the 


clerks upon these railroads, prior to striking, 


_had expressed no dissatisfaction and claimed © 


no grievance against these railroads. These 
strikes were termed by Mr. Nelson’as ‘‘Pro- 
tests’? and justification was claimed upon 
sympathetic grounds. It’further developed ° 
that a freight embargo had been laid upon 
Atlanta and that freight could move neither 
in nor out of the city, and that our stores, in- 
dustries and homes must suffer immediately 
unless this situation was relieved. 

At Mr. Nelson’s suggestion, Mr. Copeman, 
Vice President of the Southern Railway Co., 
was asked to meet with the Directors Satur- 
day morning. Mr. Wickersham, President of 
the Atlanta & West Point; Mr. Bruce, of the 
N., C. & St. L., and Mr. Downs, Vice President 
of the Central Railroad, were also invited to 
our meeting. 

This meeting started at 10 o’clock Satur- 
day morning. 

These railroad officials were asked for 
statements from the roads’ standpoint. 

Mr. Downs, of the Central, stated that the

and without authority from their own orgam- 
zation, and that after they struck, their posi- 
tions had been offered back to them if they 
returned within a stated time. The other rail- 
road executives stated that the strikes upon 
their roads were made without any complaint 
having been made or any grievance stated by 
the striking men. 

After hearing from these gentlemen the 
Directors determined to get all the parties 
together in an earnest effort to adjust the 


matter. 

At 1 o’clock Mr. Nelson, of the clerks’ or- 
ganization, and the railroad executives met 
with us in joint session. 

It was then distinctly Mesplained to both 
sides of the controversy that the Chamber of 
Commerce was interested in the.matter only 
insofar as it affected the vital interests of the 
city, and from this standpoint demanded that 
an adjustment be made, if possible. 

For four hours the question was heard. 
Mr. Nelson, of the clerks’ union, admitted 
that no strike had been ealled by his organiza- 
tion, but. asserted that he, as Vice President 
of his organization, had full authority to act 
and demanded that all roads affected restore 
all clerks ts their former positions and 
seniority. ~ 

To this proposition, which included that all Cen- 
tral clerks be restored, Mr. Downs, vice president of 
the Central, could not agree in view of the fact that 
he had filled the places of some of his strikers and had 
pledged permanent positions to such new employees. 
The other executives, not having as yet filled the 
places of their strikers, agreed that all their clerks . 
might resume their positions. Mr. Downs, of the 
Central, agreed that all Central clerks might resume 
their positions held by them prior to the strike unless 
those positions had been filled by other men, and that 
as vacancies occurred in his force, he would give pref- 
erence to employees now on’ strike for such vacancies. 

These propositions of the railroads were declined 
by Mr. Nelson, of the Clerks’ union. The conference 
then adjourned. 

After the conferenece was adjourned, the Cham- 
ber directors resumed their meeting and passed the 
following resolution: 


“WHEREAS, a strike exists in Atlanta of the 
freight clerks of the Central, Southern, N., C. & St. L., 
and Atlanta & West Point Railroads and 

WHEREAS, this strike has resulted in a freight 
embargo upon Atlanta, and the merchants, industries 
and homes of Atlanta must suffer unless this strike is 
immediately ended, and 

WHEREAS, after a patient hearing of both sides 
to this controversy, we are satisfied that the strike 
upon these railroads is illegal, is contrary to the laws 
of their own organization, the National Brotherhood 
of Railway Clerks, and is absolutely unpeetenee and

George Expects Record. 

Despite the fact that this year’s 
race is for “baby” cars, it is freely 
predicted that the record ‘which | 
Ralph DePalma set will be lowered. 
That is the one big betting feature 
which I discovered after reaching 
Indianapolis. The record is 89.84 
miles per hour for the 500 miles, 
made in 1915. The car which made 
this record was twice as large as 
these this year, so far as the motor 
is concerned. Many of the cars 
have shown much faster.time than 
the big cars of a year or two ago 
showed. For instance, in 1915 the 
best DePalma could do was a lap 
in 1:31. Yet this week he has turn- 
ed many laps in less than 1:30 Car: 
after car has shown better than 1:30, 
as a matter of fact. In his qualify- 
ing round DePalma showed an 
average of 99.65 miles per hour for 
19 miles. He has snown over 100 
miles an hour in practice on many 
necasions.

EVER ACT SVALD, 
SAYS FEDERAL WDGE 


New Orleans, May 29.—Jeddge Ru- 


fus E. Foster, sitting in federal dis- 
trict court, today upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the Lever act and 
overruled demurrers to indictments 
against four wholesale grocers and 
one retail merchant charged with 
profiteering in su oa sales. 

In his opinion Jadge Foster ruled 
that the price-fixing provision in 
the Lever act is not unconstitu- 
tional. Through their attorneys the 
defendants had filed demurrers at- 
tacking the right of the government 
to set a price for sugar. 

All the men were arrested re- 
cently by agents of the department 
of justice, charged with profiteer- 
ing and were indicted by the fed- 
eral grand jury. 

The decision means that the de- 
fendants will have to stand trial 
on the profiteering charges.

The pro- 
ceeds would go to the purchase of 
railroad and agricultural materials 
and similar equipment and to the 
establishment of, an Armenian 
banking system. 

In urging his proposal Senator 
Hitchcock said he felt that the 
resolution as reported by the for- 


eign relations committee would 
have the effect of “discouraging” 
the Armenian people. Senator Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, the republican

Under Senator Hitchcock’s propo- 
sal, whfch, he said he wagmot ready 
to offer. formally, the president 
would be authorized to appoint 
three Americans to act with three 
Armenians and with a seventh com- 
missioner to be seelcted jointly, to 
supervise “the preparati@n, issurance 
and offer for sale in the United 
States,” of bonds of the Armenian 
government up to $50,000,000. 
Proceeds from the bond sales 
would be used for purchase in this 
country of agricultural implements, 
railroad materials and other sim- 
ilar supplies d for establishments 
in Armenia banking and curren- 
cy system. The American govern- 
ment would not make itself respon- 
sible for payment of the bonds or 
the interest on- them. Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, chairman 
of the foreign relations committee, 
agreed with the Nebraska senator 
that the United States should help 
Armenia in every practicable way. 
Senators Jones, of New, Mexico, 
and Robinson, of Arkansas, demo- 
crats, said the resolution involved 
an important question and a vote 
should not be taken without giving 
it serious consideration. The for- 
mer called attention to the fact 
that the committee had presented 
no written -report. , 


Reasons Plain, Says Lodge. 


Senator Lodge replied that the 
matter had been considered for 
a-month and after that only lack 
of time and a belief that the rea- 
sons for refusing a mandate were 
so plain a “child could understand 
them” were responsible for the ab- 
sence of a formai report. 

When Senator Wadsworth, repub- 
lican, of New York, expressed the 
opinion that the report of the Har- 
bord commission had thoroughly di- 
gested the facts surrounding the 
situation, the New Mexico senator 
replied that he had not read the 
report. ~ 

“The committee assumes,” said 
Senator Jones, “that a mandate 
means carrying out the elaborate 
proposal outlined in the Harbord 
report, but the covenant of the 
league of nations says specifically 
that it may be limited to furnish- 
ing of administrative advice.” 
Senator Lenroot, republican, Wis- 
consin, declared acceptance of the 
limited mandate suggested by Sen- 
ator Jones would “leave the Arme- 


inia people in a worse state than be- 


fore.” 

Acceptance of the mandate was 
opposed also by Senator Smith, dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, who suggested that 
congress had no constitutional au- 
thority to use public money for such 
& purpose and added that in any 
cage blanket authority in the mat- 
ter should not be given the presi- 
dent without knowing the attitude 
of Armenia’s neighbors. 

“Why, even the boundaries of Ar- 
menia have not yet been fixed,” in- 
terrupted Senator Lodge.

Carnegie Library Notes

Memoirs 


Having awaited for many nronths 
the appearance of Mr. James Hune- 
Ker’s autobiography—to be called 
by the elevated title “Steeplejack” 
—before writing a few notes on the 
m2ny engaging and unengaging 
new and old musical memoirs. it 
now seems that we might as well 
£0 on without the famous scribe. 
Perhaps they,will never be publish- 


ed in our day and if they are they 
should have grown to proportions 
sufficiently impressive to require 
solo attention. And indeed Dr. 
Ethel Smyth’s “Impressions That 
Remained” are so very delightfu! 
that afiy one else considering the 
writing of his musical recollections~ 
would do well to postpone his vol- 
ume beyond the p~ “ability of com- 
parison with the sprightly narrative 
of this British spinster. If they are 
popular in America it will not be 


for Miss Smyth’s opreas, “The 
Wreckers” and “Der Wald,” have 


never to one’s knowledge been given 
on this side of the Atlantic and 
probably very little of her other or- 
chestral music has been heard in 
the land that willingly hears onlv 


composers. - 

But the composition of music and 
even the conducting of it in the 
Queen’s hall of London is not more 
remarkable than the extremely un- 
usual life and views of a lady born 
in an army family in Victorian Eng- 
land. Her acquaintances range from 
the Brockhauses (promulgators of 
the famous encyclopedia) to the Em- 
press Eugenie and from Johannes 
Mrahms to the literary and episcopa! 
BRensons. Her ateorbing affection 
for a great lady of I' ‘sg, Eliza- 
beth von Herzogenberg, was, except 
music, the grand passion of L.r 
early life and it is one of Dr. Ethel’s 


quite odd traits of character that 
she can not to this day understand 


why the adored Elizabeth gave her 
up when Ethel fell in love with 
Henry Brewster. husband to Eliza- 
beth’s sister Julia. These reminis- 


cept those of Benvenuto Cellini in 
telling the simple truth about the 
author’s real character and real life 
—in not relating just dull pragmatic 
like the house and anro 
domini in which she was born. And 
it differs from the swashbuckling 
aguliptor’s in usually telling thes 
truth intentionally. 
GERALDINE FARRAR 
AND HER BIOGRAPHY. 
Considering that Miss Farrar “cuts 
herself open with a knife and gives 
herself to the public” at every per- 
formance, it is odd that her auto- 
biography is a mere recital of the 
well known facts of her career—her 
teachers, her first appearance in 
Berlin and her numerous triumphs. 
Perhaps one is more expansive at 
60 than when one is under 35, but 
whatever the reason Dr. Ethel! is a 
far greater success in the literary 
world than the peerless Geraldine. 
With only one notable excéption. 
it is true that the interesting mu- 
sical biographies are not by the

Peculiar Marriage Customs in the Land 
of Omar Khayyam, Where the Face 
Veil Makes Woman a Mystery

Woman is a calamity; but no house ought 
to be without this evil.

Save us, 
Allah, from this fiery trial. 


HERD are no old maids in Persia! 
Perhaps, then, Persia is a paradise where 
all the women are lovely? 

That’s difficult to tell, for there is the inevitable 
face veil! However, from chance encounters, and 
from the law of probabilities; we may deduce the 
fact that feminine loveliness is aS rare, Or 4S 
common, in Persia as in America. Would it be 
ungallant to say that there are moments when 
we, too, would advocate the exxtreme use of veils?, 

Ab; well, the face veil is a tragedy for the 
beautiful woman, but what a blessing for the 
ugly!. The bridegroom may lift it only once be- 
fore marriage—and then only when it is prac- 
tically too late to recede. So hedged about is the 
Persian woman with mystery, such a disgrace is 
it for man to die a bachelor, so dutiful must a 
wife be, and so easy are divorces—these are, per- 
haps the reasons why the old maids and the 
bachelors are a curiosity in the country of the 
Shah. 

When the summer heat became unbearable, oc- 
casionally, when I would be wandering lazily 
along a street; I would be brought to attention 
as 1 came around a sharp corner by an appari- 
tion! Some damsel, wearied, too, by the heat, 
would have thrown up her veil. It would come 
down quickly enough! Not quickly enough, how- 
ever, but that my foreign eyes could obtain a 
profane glimpse. 3 

The Persian women generally are short and. 
stout, with small hands and feet. Their faces 
are heavy and oval. They have fine black eyes. 
These eyes give a curious effect as they look at 
you from the veils. They are the famaus Chesun- 
khoomar, or danguorous eyes, the pupil made 
larger by drop/7ag antimone, and the size further 
emphasized by imes of black koh! drawn above 
and below. Their hair is cut in a straight fringe 
across the forehead. If nature does not make it 
absolutely black, it is dyed with indigo. Or, if 
insufficient, horse hair is added ad lib. 

The skin is a transparent, delicate yellow. By 


nature, they have little color; but so covered are 
they with rouge and powder that it is quite im- 
possible to see“ what lurks beneath. Eyebrows 
are spoken of as “the horns of a gazelle,” and to 
be perfect they must meet in an arch over the 
nose. Here again nature is aided, if necessary. 
On festal occasions they are outlined with indigo 
and gold leaf, while the face, already covered 
generously with rouge and powder, is painted 


with tiny indigo flowers, and these are delicately . 


scattered over the cheek bones, chin and throat. 
Common women have these decorations tattooed 
on the skin. Such is the teal of Persian beauty! 

. It was in the little town of Karind in Kurd 
that I first came in contact with Persian - 
riage. True; a Tommy had married a Persian 
woman, and brought her down to Bagdad when 
-t was there, and had piteously besought me to 
find a place for her—Dut that was a different 
matter. : 

Karind is a funny little stone-built town, 
pestied up against great seared rock cliffs. The 
vineyards On either side had been destroyed by

the Russians. It is a famous town, perhaps no- 
torious would be a better word, for it is here the 
shameful Bacchic dances, it is said, are still per- 
formed yearly, relics of a former age of wild 
license. It was not, however, the right time of 
year for these, so I was surprised to seé a curious 
procession coming down the narrow street 
toward me. 

At the front, rode a man on a white horse. - In 
his hand he held a mirror. On either side of him 


were rolls of new bedding. At a little distance | 


behind; was a woman on a black horse wearing 
a red veil. Over this wasaiet a white chadar 
or shawl. Her arms were bound to her sides by 
a scarf. The man was attempting to catch the 
sun's reflection in a glass and flick it on the 
woman’s head. 

“Tt’s a bride going to her husband’s house, they 
told me—‘“and the scarf which binds her arms 
is one of her husband’s, symbolizing the marriage 
by capture. The mirror? Well, it seems that the 
sun is supposed to have a beautifying effect in 
Persia, a heritage from the days of Zoroaster. 
The man in the procession was the “best man.” 
He was trying to do one last service to friend 
groom, increasing the beauty of the bride by cast- 


ing the rays of the sun on her. 

There are two kinds of marriage in Persia, and 
two kinds of divorce. A real; or permanent wife, 
ia known as an awani. This type of marriage 
has come down from the old “marriage by cap- 
ture.” In this union, the rights are all given to 
the husband. A man may have four regular 
wives. Seldom, however, does he have more than 
one. If so, he places each wife in a separate 
house. Tobe sure, if he is a travelling merchant, 
he distributes them in varios. along the 
route. 

A temporary; or contract marriage, is known 
as mot’a, and the wife is taken for an hour, a 
day, a year or ninety years. In this case the 
rights are more equal and the properties are 
divided in case of a divorce. There is no limit, 
other than the financial one; to the number of 
mot’as a man may have. 

The two kinds of divorce are khol, or divesit!- 
ture, gnd talak, or dismissal. In khol, the hus- 
band is the active party. He may call on a 
Mohammedan priest and say, “I divorce thee!” 
If he says this two times; he may call his wife 
back. within a month; but if he says it three 
times he gives up all claim to her. She is con- 
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fined for one month before she ad: sees any 
one else. He must give back her dowry, and she 
is not allowed to marry her former husband again 
until she has been either divorced or widowed 
from another man. 

Talak, or dismissal; is the second tyne of 
divorce. It is granted at the wife’s request and 
she forfeits her dowry, or pays to be released. A 
wise husband who dislikes his wife, it is said, 
can make it 60 umpleasant for her that talak will 
seem like a blessed relief! 

They consider it absurd in Persia to think of 
caring for your wife. She is simply a chattel, 
ike your cow. She can be put aside at will, A 
Persian must not appear in public with his wife. 
She must walk separately and behind him. Her 
voice must not be heard. Mohammed says: “God 
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\told me the following story. 
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having given men dominion over women, hus- 
bands may punish wives if they are disobedient.” 
A hen-pecked husband is therefore a rara avis! 

These curious customs are often the cause of 
alarming complications. Romances become much 
entangled. Tragedies result from ¢rivial family 
rows. Just think how it would be if you could 
divorce your wife by simply saying, “I divorce 
thee,” three times! ' 

When I was in Hamadan, the mission doctor 
It has a whiff of 
Arabian Nights about it. I don’t vouch for its 
truth; but I do know that it is thought true— 
and certainly might be! 

A young chieftain who lived in the mountains 
above Hamadan, married. Fortunately he fel] in 
love with the girl after their marriage. They 
were most happy for a few months. It was such 
luck to find a wife that you really cared for! 
Then, one morning they had both eaten some 
thing that didn’t agree with them. They were 
peevish. She said something he didn’t like, and 
he replied in kind. Such affairs are common in 
Persia! He proceeded to divorce her directly. 

The next morning, when there was no lovely 
face to greet him, he began to think that per- 
haps a wife was something more than a chattel. 
As the day progressed he became sure of it. He 
was more and more restless; but, alas, there 
was nothing for him t do! He could not re 
marry the lady, even if she would have him, until 
she had married again and been divorced. 

He sought a trusted friend. 

“Now, you marry her for me,” he said, “then 
divorce her immediately. I'll pay all the eg- 
penses, and everything will be fine.” 
“Surely,” said the trusted friend. 
mind.” ~ 

A month passed. The friend was married with 
due solemnity; but, alas! 4f one man can fall in 
love with a girl, so can gnother, The friend 
found the young lady good to look upon when he 
lifted the veil. He refused to secure a divorce. 

The chieftain raged. “The chieftain demanded 
watisfaction; but there was no disputing the f¢ac8 
that the couple were duly married. However, 
such matters are easily arranged in Persia. A 
poison capsule in a ch; and the lady was a 
widow. ? ; ;

Of Grandmothers 


Freshmen students of domestic arts 
in the Girls’ High school recently 


gave a demonstration of the practical 
phases of their work by wearing 
dresses they themselves had made at 
an exhibition of the domestic arts de- 
partment of the school. 

The study of domestic arts is in- 
cluded. in two of the three courses 


‘ given the High school girls to select 


from; the general educational course 
and the department of home econcm- 


ics. . 
In the exhibition given the other 


day the girl students of domestic arts 
showed a collection of undergarments 
and wore frocks which they them- 
selves had made. 3 

These frocks were of inexpensive 
materials, such as are especially 
adaptable to practical wear in the 
south. There were frocks suitable for 
sport wear and athletics. There were 
frocks suitable for young women to 
wear anywhere during the morning 
hours and there were the smart one- 
piece gingham gowns, whigh are pop- 
ular at home, at the seashore or in 
the mountains./, 

The gpm mar how to make 
frocks of this kind is incalculable at 
this period, when the high cost of liv- 
ing has extended itself to women’s 
apparel, and when the average modiste 
charges as much to make a gingham 
gown as she once did for a silk or 
satin. The scarcity and the high cost 
of labor justifies the high price put on 
the making, so they allege. 


MODERN EDUCATION 

MORE RATIONAL. 
Whether these garments are lma- 

chine or hand-made, young women of 

the High school have scored a real 


accomplishments, when in the midst of ‘ 


the problem of the high cost of living 
they can come forth and prove they 
have solved one angle of the: problem 
by learning to make their undergar- 
ments and their simpler or tub frocks. 
Modern education is becoming more 
rational every day, and is beginning 
to relate more directly to woman’s real 


equipment for life without interfering 


with her opportunities for the depart- 
ments of higher education. 

There was a time when probably 
too much time was given to women’s 
learning what formerly came under the 
head of accomplishments, which in- 
cluded music as an aesthetic expres- 
sion and sewing as a more practical 
study. 

Whether women had talents in that 
direction their equipment was not 
considered complete without it, and 
every girl was taught to sew, and she 
had to take music lessons whether 
she had the talent or not. 

Money was expended in the latter 
direction to an extreme extent, and 
mothers and fathers made untold sac- 
rifices to let their daughters take 


‘music lessons.

Mary Jane with no voice at all, 
strained it to the baton of an expen- 
sive teacher, and when she left school 
was given an expensive piano, upon 
which she could play several tunes, 
but never extended her repertoire. 
After a year’s time, when asked to

no idea of contrasting her accomplish- 
ments with those of professionals. 
Then it was that father sighed over 


the money he had spent on music les- 
sons. Mary had learned to sew, but 
why should she sew? 

She did not have to do it, ind why 
not give the work to Mrs. Smith to do? 
The fatter ad to make her living, 
and in time the music was left to the 
professionals, and sewing was likewise 
left to experts who made their ‘wage 
that way and‘it was no longer a fad 
to have sewing and music as accom- 
plishments. Methods of education be- 
came more practical and began to 
train more rationally for life. 

Education began to leave off the 
accomplishments, and it looked for a 
time as if all women who were going 
to be trained for business careers 


t 


rather than home careers and giris, 


no matter what their inclinations, 


were being deprived of the chance to 
be graceful and useful figures in the 
home. 

They could not play an accompani- 
ment to a hymn, nor could they hem 
the bottom of a skirt or make the sim- 
plest undergarment or. shirtwaist. 


CONDITIONS WERE 
SUDIVNENLY CHANGED. 


Then suddenly there comes the eco- 
nomic convulsion during and sitfce the 


war, when the high cost of living and 
the domestic labor problem placed 
many women in a position when they 
could not buy the kind of food they 
had formerly been eating; when they 
could not buy what they considered 


the actual necessities in clothing, znd 
when even with wage they couid not 
secure domestic labor. .In other words, 


many women, especially those heads 
of homes and families, were confront- 
ed with having to do their own work, 
though in many cascs ‘hey had the 
means to pay servants but-cculd not 
find servants to do it. 

Individuals formerly rendering do- 
mestic services .in families were paid 
higher wazes in industria! institutions 
of different kinds; othors moveg to 
other sections, and then there was a 
large contingent “basking in the sun- 
shine” of soldiers’ allotments. 

In this emergency the women who 
were well off were those who knew 
something of .ome management: who 
coyld buy intelligently for the family 
living, who knew something of food 
from the nutritious, as well as finan- 
cial values, and who knew something 
aboyt the preparation of foods. They 


could teach the ma in shift servant 
who came; they could train the novice, 
and, in the emergency, they could do 
the actual work themselves. 

Those who could not were in more 
senses than one “up against it,” and 
then the situation was one to prove 
that after all a woman’s education was 
incomplete, when she could not do 
these essentially woman things—in 
the prevailing emergency. 

Ignorance of sewing placed a wom- 
an in an awkward position; not only 
as to the clothing of children, but the 
actual clothing which men and women 
have to have. The price of men’s gar- 
ments and women’s garments went up 
in price to that extent that people with 
limited means simply could not buy 
what they needed,.and the question 
presented itself to women, “What can 


| 
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you do about it? 
can’t stay at home and sew.” 
In many ways this condition had 


been anticipated. Thinkers making 
educational progress had begun to see 
that conditions even before the event 
of the war were taking women more 
and more away from the responsibili- 
ties of the home, and away from any 


kind of training fitting: them for home, 


life, and the cry had come for train- 
ing in this direction in the schools. 
CLUB WOMEN | 

ADVOCATED CHANGE... 

- Several years ago the leading -+spir- 
its among the federated women of 


Georgia began to ask for women ad- 


vantages in the extension work of the 
College of Agriculture. Special funds 
were being used to take this depart- 


ment of education to the university, 
to the people, to the farmers, and 
these women asked, “Why, when you 
are taking help and aid to the farmers, 
can there not be something taken to 
faremers’ wives? Why can’t they get 
some knowledge along the: lines of 
practical . domestic arts, especially 
along the line of food production and 
cooking and dairying. 

Women from the towns as well as 
those from the rural :communities, 
worked for legislation to effect this 
condition, and they finally got it. Al- 
most simultaneously the farm demon- 
stration work began with Help to wom- 
en, in girl’s tomato clubs and girl’s 
canning clubs, just as the boys were 
started in pfg clubs and corn clubs. 

In the towns there was found to be 
needs in the same direction, and the 
question arose how can popular educa- 
tion meet the demands of the mo- 
ment. Up-to-date school systems be- 
gan to study curriculums and to ask

for domestic science in the grammar 
and high schools. 

There were the obstructionists; and 
the men and women who called “it 
“putting frills in the schools” wheng 
girls were to be taught to cook and 
sew. 

But it was not long before the ra- 
tiond] educational idea prevailed, and 
especially in high schools the course 
is being adjusted to meet demands. 

The Girls’ High school of Atlanta 
was among the first of ser wet leading in- 
stitutions of .the country to plan for 
the. transition period, which pointed 
clearly to the necessity for women to 
learn all about their duties and obli- 
gation in the home. | 

But it was seen by the program- 
makers that to turn over the entire 
the more practical 


curriculum to 
branches would be as unjust to women 
as- former traditional methods had 
been, so it was worked out—the plan 


which now gives every girl when she 
goes into the high school in Atlanta 
the chance to select three courses of 
study. One of these is the college 
preparatory course, whioh prepares 
her to go to college and to pursue a 
higher education in any line she May 
choose. 

The other two courses. while carry- 
ing an adequate academic training, 
likewise gives her the chance to learn 
something of the domestic arts. Either 
she can pursue the general educa- 
tional course, which equips her for 
any avocation she may choose after 
she leaves the high school, and to take 
any of the so-called accomplishments 
out of school, or the third course— 
that of home economics. This is prob- | 
ably the last message in the equip- 
ment every girl should have if she 
wishes to be an adept in the mandge- 
ment of a home or in the pursual of 
business which in any way relates to 
a home. 

This course teaches a woman home 
planning, and home constrtction, ag it 
relates to ventilation, sanitation, light- 
ing, etc. It teaches the elementary 
principles of home nursing, including 
hygiene and dietetics.

It is obvious that a woman taking 
this course would be the better. equip- 
ped to organize a home, and keeps it 
going, whether or not she did all the 
work in the home, and it equips her 
to do the work in the emergency. It 
makes her entirely independent of the 
servant rather than dependent upon 
her, and through women of this kind 
of educational equipment the world 
may look for reforms.

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The Real Work of the Submarines

Germans Feared Submarines of the Allies More 
Than Anything Else—Germany Had to Econ- 
omize on Submarines and Torpedoes, Because 
Her Supply Was Limited—Cruiser U-Boat 
One of -Enemy’s Weapons—These Were De- 
signed to Attack Merchant Convoys in Mid- 
Ocean, and a Fleét of Them Might Conceiv- 
ably Have Destroyed Convoy System—Our 
Submarines Kept U-Boats From “Swarming.” 
What Our Aircraft Did Against German Subs. 


Besides the actual sinkings to their 
credit, the allied submarines accom- 
plished strategic results of the ut- 
most impoftance. We had reason to 
believe that the Germans feared them 
almost more than any other agency, 
unless it was the mine. | 

“We got used to your depth 
- charges,’ said the commander of a 
captured submarine, “and did not fear 
them; but we lived in constant dread 
of yo:. submarines. We never knew 
what moment a torpedo was going to 
hit us.” 

So greatly did the Germans fear 
this attack that they carefully avoid- 
ed the areas in which the allied un- 
derwater boats were operating. We 
soon learned that we could keep any 
section free of the Germans which 
we were able to patrol witt our own 
submarines. It also soon appeared 
that the German U-boat would not 
fight our subsurface vessels. At first 


this may seem rather, strange; cer- 
tainly a combat between two ships 


of the same kind, size, and armament 
would seem to be an equal one; the 
disinclination of the German to give 
battle under such conditions would 
probably strike the layman as sheer 
cowardice. But in this attitude the 
Germans were undoubtedly right. 
The business of their submarines 
was not to fight warships; it was ex- 
clusively to destroy merchantmen. 
The demand made upon the U-boat 
commanders. was to get “tonnage! 
tonnage!”’ Germany could win the 
war in only one way; that was by 
destroying allied shipping to such 
an extent that the allied sea commu- 
nications would be eut, and the sup- 
plies of men'‘and munitions and food 
from the United States shut off. For 
this tremendous task Germany had an 
inadequate number of submarines and 
tofpedoes . Only by economizing to 
the utmost extent on these vessels 
and these weapons could she enter- 


tain any hope of success. Had I 
many possessed an unlimtied quantity 
of submarines and torpedoes she 
might perhaps have profitably -ex- 
pended some of them in warfare on 
British “H-boats” and American “L- 
boats;” or, had there been a certainty 
of “getting” an allied submarine with 
each torpedo fired, it would have been 
justifiable to use these weapons, small 
as was the supply. 


THE “CRUISER” 
U-BOATS. 


The operations of/allied submarines 
also greatly diminished the value of 
the “cruiser” submarines which Ger- 
many began -cnostructing in 1917. 
These great subsurface vessels were 
introduced as an “answer” to the con- 
voy system. The adoption of the con- 
voy, as I have already explained, made 
it ineffective for the Germans to hunt 
far out at sea. Until the allies had 
put this plan into operation, the rela- 
tively small German U-boats could go 
two or three hundred miles into the 
Atlantic and pick off almost at will 
the merchant ships, which were then 
proceeding alone and unescorted. But 
now the destroyers’ went out to a 
point two or three hundred miles from 
the British coast, formed a protecting 
screen around the convoy and escort- 
ed the grouped ships into restricted 
waters. The result of this was to 
drive the submarines into these coast- 
al waters; here.again, however, they 
had their difficulties with destroyers, 
subchasers, submarines, and other pa-: 
trol craft. 

It will be recalled that no destroyer 
escort was provided for the merchant 
convoys on their way across the At- 
lantic; the allies simply did not have 
the destroyers for this purpose. The 
Germans could not send surface raid- 
ers to attack these convoys in mid- 
ocean, first, because their surface 
warships could not escape from their 
ports in sufficient numbers to accom- 
plish any decisive results, and, sec- 
ondly, because allied surface warships 
accompanied every convoy to protect 


them against any such attack. There 
was only one way m «hich the Ger 


mans could attack the convoys in 


mid-ocean. A fleet of great ocean-go- 
ing submarines, which could keep the 
sea for two or three months, might 
concejvably destroy the whole con- 
voy system at a blow. 


GERMANY BEGAN 
BUILDING. 


The scheme was so obvious that 
Germany, in the summer of 1917, be- 
gan building ships of this tpye. They 
were about 300 feet long, displaced 
about 3,000 tons, carried fuel and sup- 
plies enough to maintain themselves 
for three or four months from’ their 
base, and, besides torpedoes, kad 6- 
inch guns that outrange a destroyer. 
By the time the armistice was signed, 
Germany had built about twenty of 
these ships. But they possessed lit- 
tle offensive value against merchant- 
mén. The allied submarines and de- 
stroyers kept them from operating in 
the submarine zone. They are so dif- 
ficult to maneuver that not only could 
they n-t afford to remain in the neigh- 
borhood of our anti-submarine craft, 
but they were not successful in at- 
tacking merchant vessels. They never 
risked torpedoing a convoy, and rare- 
ly even a single vessel, but captured 
a number by means of their: superior 
gun fire. These huge “cruiser. su 
marines,’ which aroused such fear i 
the civilian mind when the news of 
their existence first found its way into 
print,- proved to be the least. harmful 
of any of the Germany types. 

NO “SWARMS” OF | 
SUBMARINES. eee 

The allied submarines accomplish- 
ed another result of the utmost im- 
portance. They prevented the Ger- 
man U-boats from hunting in groups 
or flotillas. All during 1917 and 1918 
the popular mind conjured up fright- 
ful pictures of U-boat squadrons, ten 
or fifteen together, lying ih wait for 
our merchantmen or troop ships. 
Hardly a passenger crossed the ocean 
without seeing a dozen German sub- 
marines constantly pursuing his ship. 

In a speech which I made to a group 
of American editors who visited Eneg- 
land’ in itch rete 1918, I tonched 


upon this point. “I do not know,” I 
told these journalists, “how many sub- 
marines you gentlemen saw on the 
way over here, but if you hai the 


usual experience, you saw a great 
many. I have seen many accounts in 
our papers on this subject. If you 
were to believe these accounts, you 
would only conclude tha* many vés- 
sels have crossed the ocean with diffi- 
culty because submarines were so 
thick that they scraped al] the paint 
off the vessels’ sides. Alb of these 
accounts are, of course, unofficial. 
They get into the American papers 
in various ways. It *- to be regretted 
that they should be published and 
thereby give a false impression. Some 
time ago I saw a letter from one of 


‘our men who came over here on a 


ship bound into the English channel. 
This letter was written to his girl. 
He said that he intended to take the 
letter on shore and slip it into a post 
box so that the censor would not see 
it. The censor did see it and it even- 
tually came to me. This man was 
evidently intent on impressing on his 
girl the dangers through which he 
had passed. It related that the ves- 
sel on which he had made the voyage 
had met two.or three submarines a 
day; that two spies were found on 
board and hanged; and it said, 
“When we arrived off our port there 
were no less than eighteen subma- 
fens waiting for us. Can you beat 

Perhaps in the early days of the 
war the German U-boats did hunt in 
flotillas; if so, however, they were 
compelled to abandon the practice as 
soon as the allied submarines began 
to operate effectively. I have already 
indicated the circumstances which re- 
duced their subm&rine operations to 
a lonely enterprise. In the open sea 
it was impossible to tell whether a 
submarine was a friend or an enemy. 
We never knew whether a submarine 
on the surface was one of our own or 
a German; as a regult, as already 
said, we gave orders to attack any 
underwarter boat, unless we have ab- 
solute knowledge that it was a friend. 
Unquestionably, the Germans had the 
same instructions. It would, there- 
fore, be dangerous for- them to at- 


tempt to operate in groups, for they 
would have no way of knowing that 
their supposed associate was not an 
allied / or an American submarine. 
Possibly, even sae # our submarines 


had become exc ngly ‘active, the 
Germans may have attempted to 
cruise in pairs; one explanation of 
the strange adventure of the A L-2, 
as said above, was that there were 
two U-boats in the seighborhood; 
yet the fact remains that there is no 
well established case on record in 
which they did so. This circumstance 
that they had to operate singly was a 
strategic point greatly to our advan- 
tage, especially, as I shall describe, 
when we.began transporting American 
troops. 
’ Our Navies in the Air. 

But the allied navies were harrow- 
ing the submariines not only under 
the water and on the surface, but 
from the air. In tte anti-submarine 
campaign the several forms of air- 
craft—airplane, seaplane,  dirigible 
and kite balloon—developed great of- 
fensive power. Nor did the mere fact 
that our fighters in the heavens made 
few direct attacks which were suc- 
cessful diminish the importance of 
their work. The records of the Brit- 
ish admiralty attribute the destruc- 
tion of five’ submarines to the British 
air service; the French admiralty 
gives the American forces credit for 
destroying one on the French coast. 
These achievements, compared with 
the tremendous. efforts involved in 
equipping air stations, may at first 
look like an inconsiderable return; 
yet the fact remains that aircraft 
were an important element in defeat- 
ing the German campaign against 
merchant shipping. 

Like the subchaser and the subma- 
rine, the seaplane operated to the 
best advantage in coastal waters. I 
have already indicated that one ad- 
vantage of the convoy system was 
that it forced the U-boats to seek 
their victims closer to the shore. In 
our several forms of aircraft we had 
still another method of interfering 
with their operations in such quar- 
ters. In order to use these agencies 
effectively we constructed aircraft 
stations in large numbers along the 
coast of France and the British Isles, 


assigned a certain stretch of coast 
line to each one of these stations, and 
kept the indicated area constantly 
patrolled. 

The advantages which were pos- 
sessed by a fleet of aircraft operating 
at a considerable height above the 
water are at once apparent. The 
great speédd of seaplanes .in itself 
transformed them into formidable 
foes. The submarine on the surface 
could make a maximum of only 16 
knots an hour, whereas an airplane 
made anywhere from 60 to 100; it 
therefore had little difficulty, once it 
had sighted the underwater boat, in 
catching up with it and starting hos- 
tilities. Its great speed also made it 
possible for an airplane or dirigible 
to patrol a much greater area of 
water than a surface or a subsurface 
vessel. An observer located several 
hundred feet in the heavens could see 
the submarine much easier than his 
comrades ‘on other craft. If the water 
were clear he could at once detect it, 
even though it were submerged; in 
any event, merely lifting a man in 
the airfreatly extended his horizon 
and made it possible for him to pick 
up hostile vessels at a much greater 
distance : 

Moreover, the airplane had that 
same advantage upon which I have 
laid such emphasis itn describing the 
anti-submarine powers of the subma- 
rine itself; that is, it was almost in- 
visible to its underwater foe. If the 
U-boat were lying on the surface, a 
seaplane or a dirigible was readily 
seen; but if it were submerged en- 
tirely, or even sailing at periscope 
depth, the most conspicuous enemy 
in the heavens was invisible. 

After our submarines and our air- 
craft had settled down to their busi- 
ness of extermination, existence for 
these Germans who were operating in 
coastal waters became extremely 
hazardous and nerve racking; their 
chief anxiety was no longer the depth 
bomb of a destroyer; they lived every 
moment in the face of hidden terrors; 
they never knew when a_ torpedo 
would explode into their vitals, or 
when an unseen bomb, dropped from 
the heavens, would fall upon their 
fragile decks.
